History of the Crime.

The girl stood in the way of the minister’s 
marriage to Miss Violet Edmands, @ society 
girl and heiress of Brookline, both through 
an engagement which still existed between 
the two and because of a condition in which

The girl was deceived into taking a poison 
gtven her.by Richeson, which she believed 
would. remedy that condition, and died in 
her rooms at the Young Woman's Christian 
association on the evening of Oct. 14. 1811. 


Arrested at Edmands’ Residence. 

Richeson was arrested at the home of the 
father of Miss Edmands in Brookline on the 
morning of Oct. 20. 

Interest in the case was intensified on Dec. 
20 when it became known that Richeson had 
mutilated himself in his cell at the Charles 
street jail.

TAFT MANAGERS SANGUINE 


Say President's Chances Are Better 
than Ever and Are Answered by . 
“We'll Sweep State.” 


CANDIDATES IN- CAUSTIC ATTACK 


Cotumbus, O., May 20—{Special ]—While 
Col. Roosevelt and President Taft were 
rounding eut their stumping campaigns to- 
; night with bitter verbal attacks on each 

other, their respective atate headquarters 
gave out statements, each claiming victory 
in the primaries to de hald tomorrow. 

The speeches by the two Republican head- 
ers were more vigorous in their wording than 
at any time during the Ohio campaign. 

Col. Roosevelt repeatedly ald he would 
resist any compromise in the convention. 

“Some of our opponents are saying that 
neither Mr. Taft nor mygelf should be nomi- 
nated at Chase.“ he said. I will name the 
compromise candidate He will be myself.” 

The colonel gave as hig reason for the im- 
possibility of any compromise his claim that 
the fight was between 90 per cent of the Re- 
publican party, represented by bimself, and 
the other 10 per cent, represented by Mr. 
Taft and the bouses.” 


Calls Colonel “The Bolter.” 

Mr. Taft in his addressees made a final pies 
to the Ohio voters te defeat Col. Roosevelt. 
whom he called “the bolter.”". Mr, Taft 
urged the Reygublican voters to consider and 
keep in mind Mr. Roosevelt Cleveland 


Ned a bolt. 

He continued to predict the wreck of the 
party if Mr. Roosevelt does not change his 
attitude and ts not assured of the nomins- 
tion by the Republican national convention. 
He asked Republicans to remember bow 
long that party had existed, what it always 
had stood for, and to decide for themselves 
whether or not they wished to see it dis- 
rupted to “ gratify the embition of one man.” 


Predict Sweep for Roosevelt. 

The prediction of a sweeping Roosevelt 
victory was given by the Ohe Roosevelt 
committee as follows: 

“ Assured that delegates pledged to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt will be elected in a substantia} 
majority of the twenty-one congressional 
G@istricta, we continue to expect a practically 
complete sweep of the districts by Roose 
velt.”

NEWS STANDS TO 
STAY, SAYS MAYOR 


Harrison Vetoes Council Or- 
der Calling Upon Him to 
Oust Street Selling 

Places. 


HOLDS DICTUM ILLEGAL. 


Declares Public Convenience 
Must Be Considered; Would 
Have Venders Call Off 
Strike. 


Mayor Harrison sent beck to the council 
with bis veto lat night the order passed by 
that body last week directing him to order 
the removal of news stands from public 
streets and sidewalks. In hig veto the mayor 
declared that the order wag not legal because 
of ancréinance which permits the issuance of 
permits for news stands Action such as 
that demanded by the council, he said, would 
have to come about aral of this seo- 
tion In an ordinance. 

But further than this the mayor declared 
himself lacking in sympathy with the order. 
He said he would Re to see the striking 
newsboys return to their old stances and di- 
tribute all newspapers without prefudice or 
favor. He expressed the opinion that news- 
papers are a necessity and that news stands 
should be maintained for the convenience 
and benefit of the publte. 


Text of Mayor’s Veto. 

The mayor's veto on the newsboys order 
was as follows: 

“T return herewith without my approval 
an order passed by your honorable body at 
its last regular meeting directing the mayor 
to cause to be removed from all streets and 
sidewalks all news stands, for the reasov 
that section 2,471 of the Chicago code of 1911, 
provides for the issuing of permits for news- 
Paper stands under certain prescribed condi- 
tions. An amendment or repeal of a section 
of the code must be made by ordinance and 
not by an order of your honorable body. 
Moreover, even were this order legal in its 
effect, I doubt the wisdom and fustice of its

Passage. 

It is true that there la today a newspaper 
strike in this city; that the great majority of 
the newsboys have refused to handle the 
regular daily papers, that these papers in 
self-defense have been forced to establish 
stands from which the public may obtain 
copies of the various issues, and that the po- 
lice department has assigned policemen te 
protect the property of these papers and the

Calls Newspapers a Necessity, 

™ Newspapers have become to be regarded 
as necessities of daily urban life If a new

“Strikes are not permanent. Sooner or 
later the present strike will come to an end. 
When that time comes I would like to see the 
newsboys, many of whom have coocupied their 
respective corners for a quarter of a century, 
back at their old standa 

“Indeed, I have made this suggestion to 
representatives of the strikers, that the old 
newsboys return to their stands and sell all 
the daily newspapers of the city, handling 
such number of each paper as the public de- 
mand may require, showing neither prejudice 
nor favoritism for any particular paper. This 
step would accommodate the general public 
and it is the general public which must be 
considered first of all in any use of the streets 
and sidewalks. 

“In the meantime, were this order of your 
honorable body allowed to stand and become 
effective, it might be difficult later on to re- 
turn the the present method of selling papers 
from sidewalk stands, once this method has 
received an official stamp of illegality.” 


Warrant for Bartzen’s Son-in-Law, 
Frederick Zonsius, an employ$6 of the 
county and son-in-law of President Bartsen 
of the county board, will be arrested this 
morning for an assault on two newsboys.

establishes beyond contradiction that the 
election of William Lorimer was obtained by 
corrupt means and was, therefore, invalid, 
and we submit the following resolution: 
% Resolved, That corrupt methods and 
practices were employed in the election of 
Wiliam Lorimer to the senate of the United 
States from the state of INimoje, and that. 
his election was, therefore, invalid.’ ”

chine to pieces April 9 gave the Roosevelt 
candidacy an impetus which carried u 
through Pennsylvania with a rush. Some 
pieces of the Penrose organization are still 
coming down and others have decided that 
they might as well keep on soaring, it not 
being worth while to alight.

President Taft, however, has been losing 
in the Republican states of the north and 
he entered Ohio, virtually at the finish of 
the contest, with all the issues joined. Re- 
jection by the home state in such a case 6 
almost the last straw in the burden of de- 
feat. It is not only so morally. It is vir- 
tually so practically. The loss of delegates, 
merely considered as votes, will come very 
nearly meaning defeat. c 

Mr. Taft has reason to hope that he may 
avoid this disaster. He has been most suc- 
cessful when the instrument for recording 
the wish of the voter has been least effec- 
tive. In Ohio the Democrats may vote di- 
rectly on the names of candidates for presi- 
dent, but the Republicans may vote only 
for delegates and the delegates are not iden- 
tified in their affiliation.

THE LAST STAND. 
The elaborate argument by the defenders 
of Lorimer in the first debate over the arith- 
metic of honor will not soon be forgotten 
by Americana. To hear United States gen- 
stors quibbling over how many corrupt votes 
it ie necessary to prove to invalidate an 
election to the highest deliberative body in 
the nation—that brought disgust and shame 
to every one who cherishes the credit of our 
institutions and the honor of our 
tion. 

The mathematica] defense was the resort 
of desperation, and desperate technicality 
bas appeared at the opening of the second 
fight in the senate—oamely: the plea of 

ree adjudicata. 

This is an attempt to elam shut the door 
of judgment upon deadly facts once more. 

Fortunately for clean government, res ad- 
j ta has no more application to this 
proceeding than has the nebular hypothe- 
sis. The precedents not only of the courts 

but of the senate itself are conclusive. 
‘ The argument of counsel for Lorimer is . 
that as a judgment of a court, after the 
term at which it was rendered, cannot be 
reconsidered or reversed except by an ap- 
pellate court, so the senate, sitting in judg- 
ment upon Lorimer and being bound by 
legal principles, cannot reconsider his case, 
and it cannot be reconsidered, there belng 
no court of appeal from the senate. 

This neat fabric of legal reasoning col- 
lapses completely upon examination. 

To begin with, it is founded on a mis- 
statement or half-statement of the doctrines 

of res adjudicata. This is a wise and a 
_ Just doctrine. But it is wisely and justly 
- limited. , 

It is characteristic of the Lorimer de- 

tense that in stating it the limitation és 

The limitation is thus defined by the een- 
ate itself, and is as well settled as a doc- 
trine can be by innumerable decisions of 
the courts and text writers: 

We do not doubt, says the eenate elections 
committee in the Du Pont case, that the sen- 
ate, like other courts, may review its own 
judgments where new evidence has been 
discovered, or where by reason of fraud 
or accident it appears that the judgment 
‘ought to be reviewed. 

And the mode of review in the senate is 
stated thus: 

Nie remedy which in other courts may 

do given by write of review, or error, or 
bille of review, may doubtless be given 
here by a simple vote reversing tha first 
adjudication. 

To support their half-statement of the 
doctrine, counsel for Lorimer cite the re- 
fusal of the senate to reopen the case of 
Lane and McCarty vs. Fitch and Bright on 
the ground that it already had been passed 
upon.

DIABETES. 

T will come as a surprise to some who 

read this article that diabetes is not 

a kidney disease. In diabetes, sugar 

produced elsewhere in the body is 

excreted by the kidneys. It greatly 
irritates them, and, through this irrita- 
tion, it causes the secretion of large 
quantities of urine—quarts or gallons in- 
stead of pints. This, of course, means 
an enormous increase in the work of the 
kidneys, and, under this strain, kept up 
for years, the kidneys may give way and 
Bright’s disease result. 

But diabetes, while it may eventually 
cause kidney disease, is not a kidney dis 
ease—diabetes. means sugar in the urine, 
: ao of a disease elsewhere in the 

y. 

It may be caused by gluttonizing, gour- 
mandizing, eating more food than the liver 
can handle. It may be caused by brain 
tumor. It may be caused vy disease of 
the pancreas. Here are three abnormall- 
tles, each characterized by diabetes.

The pancreas, called the sweetbread, 
is a gland which secretes a part of the 
digestive juices. In addition to the duct 
portion, it contains smal! islands of duct- 
lese glands that secrete a substance 
peured directly into the blood. This secre- 
tion turns sugars into harmless sub- 
stances. When there is not enough of this 
secretion, the sugar is not changed, but 
stays in the blood as sugar, and, so long 
ay they have the vitality to do the extra 
work, the kidneys separate it out. 

If a man’s diabetes is of the first kind, 
say the liver kind, all that he has to do 
is to eat and live sehsibly. In fact, the 
liver kind of diabetes, particularly in a 
sensible person past midule life, is of no 
particular consequence. All that he need 
do is recognize that thereafter he must 
“sing a slender song,” and, doing so, 
he may live to a round old age—say 
eighty or a hundred years. 

But the last type—those due to deficient 
secretion of the pancreas—are much more 
serious. They require the most skillful 
medical control—and control is a fine word 
to use in speaking of diabetes. 8

Diabetes are subject to Infections. A 
boil becomes a carbuncle—one boil de- 
velops a crop. A cold develops into pneu- 
monia; consumption follows an exposure 
which an ordinary man would have no 
trouble with. 

This serves to Introduce a phase of an- 
other most interesting question—what 
causes infection? Of course, the Iinfect- 
ing germ is necessary—that needs no 
emphasis—but that is not all. Why is it 
that germs in the skin of a healthy man 
do not infect at all or cause a boil at 
most, while in a diabetic they cause car- 
buncles, gangrene, and blood poisoning? 
Diabetes heightens susceptibility to blood 
peisoning, to pus cocci, and to consump- 
tion germs. An ordinary infection in a 
diabetic will cause the production of 
highly poflsonons acetone bodies. ‘iuis 
hyper-susceptibility is not peculiar to those 
having islands of disease in their pan- 
creases. 

Acromegalics, cretins, those having Ad- 
dison’s, and, In small measure, those hav- 
ing goiters, are more subject to infections 
and Infections are more frequently fatal 
than in those with norma! secretions.

Los Cal., May 15.—[To the 
Friend of the People.J—Won’t you send 
your influence against the proposed street 
(misnamed boulevard) now urged from 
Thirty-third to Thirty-fifth on the lake 
front, cutting through Groveland park, 
Woodland park, Douglas park, and the 
Douglas park playgrounds? These four 
spots now offer a safe and pleasant play- 
ground to hundreds of children, but mere- 
ly to open up a street for a few people 
contiguous to north of Thirty-third a plan 
has been started to cut through the above 
territory. It opens up a field from no- 
where to nowhere and destroying the pri- 
vacy of the two first named parks, lop- 
ping off valuable space in the third park, 
would endanger the lives and safety of the 
children now benefiting by these. parks, 
besides lowering and injuring the property 
value of the park property owners. 

Douglas park now affords to thousands 
of pleasure seekers a quiet resting place 
with a view of the lake; a boulevard be- 
tween would destroy this. The park is 
small enough, and sixty feet off would 
materially lessen its park value; but aside 
from all this, the cost to the city of Chi- 


ing of values of the park properties and 
the injury to the playground could in no 
way be compensated for by a supposed 
benefit to a few residing in the neighbor- 
hood of Thirty-third and the lake. 

Chicago. is spending large sums of 
money for playgrounds and is looking for 
new ones.. Don’t let us spoil any of those 
we have, as the fresh air and aut of door 
pleasures for our little ones are far more 
valuable to us than a mere convenience 
that might be afforded to a few people 
who desire to cross along the lake front 
from Thirty-third to Thirty-fifth, instead 
of going by Cottage Grove avenue. Pri- 
vate interests must yield to public com-

A Sweet Sponge. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
UDGING from the baker’s products, peo- 
ple are fond of sweet rolls. A delight- 
fully smooth, delicious, and easily han- 
died sponge may be made at home, di 
vided into several parts, and ‘these can 
be variously manipulated. 

To this sponge can be added cardamon, or 
coriander seeds ground fine, or the breads And 
rolls made from it may be decorated with poppy 
or caraway seeds. The surface may be but- 
tered or brushed with beaten egg or just egg 
white, and spices a many or one at a time 
added. It may be made into a roll of fine tex- 
ture and is excellent for the sweeter toasts. 
Slices of this latter may be browned and called 
rusks or zweiback. And even so we have not 
exhausted the possibilities of our sponge. 

Most people consider it advisahle to take a 
common bread sponge when it is at the stage 
to receive more flour and be kneaded, and then 
add' egg and shortening, etc., for the sweet 
rolls, but other cooks put these into the first 
mixture The shortening delays the rising, 
but there is a flavor to be had by letting a 
sponge rise slowly that is distinctly good and 
“home made.” 
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The following sponge is one that several 
good housewives use without regard to the 
more general method of taking a plain bread 
sponge, and making any chosen additions to it. 
It is more likely to be easy to handle in the 
kneading process than in the other case, espe- 
cially when the manipulator has but little ex- 
perience. And, another thing, bread sponges 
are not easily measured by cups. 

SWEET SPONGE—Soak one-half cake of 
compressed yeast in a half cup of tepid water. 
Boil one-half pint of milk, and when it is luke- 
warm add to it the yeast, one-half cup of sugar, 
one-fourth cup of butter, one tablespoon of 
lard, and one-half of a well-beaten egg. Save 
the other half of the egg for brushing the 
rolis you make Mix thoroughly and set to 
rise. Then it has risen sufficiently add flour 
and knead until it is in a condition to be 
rolled or handled. 

Plain and dainty small rolls may be made 
from this dough with no additions, or a por- 
tion may be cut off and to it may be added 
chopped raisins and then made into little coffee 
cakes. Other kinds of coffee cakes may be 
made by brushing a portion of the dough with 
Sugar and egg water, and sprinkling it with 
granulated sugar and blanched chopped 
almonds. Or, again, a piece of dough may be 
twisted and shaped into rings and covered 
with nuts and sugar.

No Concessions Granted by Pres- 
ident Johnson; Club Own- 
ers Meet Today. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 20.—The strike e:

they did not want to see Frank Navin, presi- 
dent of the club, suffer for their action, the 
players agreed to play the regular scheduled 
game in Washington tomorrow without the 
services of Tyrue Cobb. 

In announcing their decision te return to 
the field the players said they wanted it d- 
tinctly understood that they would still fight 
for the principle involved and for which they 
struck. 

In returning to the chub the players re- 
ceived no concessions from President B. B. 
Johnson, who had indefinitely suspended 
Cobb for attacking a spectator in a game in 
New York last week. 

Navin to Aid Players. 
Mr. Navin, however, promised the men

The special meeting of the Amerivan league will 
be held tomorrew morning, when the club owners 
will decide what punishment, if any, shall be in- 
fliicted upon the strikers.

After the meeting President Johnson will go to 
New York to investigate the assault case. On 
the resuit of this inquiry, it is said, will depend 
the reinstatement of Cobb. When Mr. Johnson was 
told that some of the players had intimated that 
Cobb might be reinstated on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day he said they hed “another guess. Mr. 
Johnson would not talk about the action of the 
men in determining to return to the field. 


Two Conferences Held. 


Mr. Nevin arrived here early in the day. He 
first saw Mr. Johnson and had a thorough under- 
Standing with him. Upon leaving to go into con- 
ference with the players, Mr. Navin said that it 
was 4 question of whether the players or the 
club would run the league. 


The Detroit president wes in conference with 
hig men for nearly two hours. He told them that 


Mr. Johnen had anmounced to, him that there 
would be no compromise and that they would have 
te return to the ball field without Ty Cobb or take 
the consequences. Mr. Navin made a 

appeal to his players. He told them that he was 


the principal sufferer in the affair and he did not 


feel that it was just to bim. 

Cobb told the players that he felt he was re- 
sponsible for what had occurred and that while 
he appreciated the action of his teammates, he 
feit that for the sake of Mr. Navin, who had 
always treated them well, the playere should re 
consider their action and return to the club. He 
added that he was willing to stand alone and take 
whatever was coming. 


Players Decide to Return to Game. 


The result of the conference was a proposition 
22 the players delivered to Mr. Johnson by Mr. 

Navin. which it is understood wae to the effect that 

e men would return to the game if Gobb were 
Vlada ted on Wednesday or at some fixed time. 
Mr. Navin did not bring back a favorable reply 
according to the players, but reported that Mr. 
Johnson had put the whole matter up to Mr. 
Navin, and that he must place a team in the fleld 
The players then decided that Mr. Navin should 
not be an innocent sufferer 

After the conferences several of the Detroit men 
eaid now that the question has been brought to 
public attention they would keep up the agitation 
that the players be given a square dea! in the mat- 
ter of suspension. Whether there will be any or- 
ganized movemert among the plapers to have 
grievances adjusied none of the Detroit men 
would venture to say. 

The Detroit team left for Washington at 8 
o’clock tonight accompanied by Manager Jennings. 
Mr. Navin remained for tomorrow's meeting of the

trict court. The point grows out of a peti- 
tion for a permanent injunction to restrain 
certaim railroads from severing their tariff 
agreement with the Michigan, Indiana and 
Tilinois steamship line. 

Following a recent opinion of the interstate 
commerce commission that the steamship 
line was not a common carrier and there- 
fore not entitled to the joint tariff rates, the 
railroads notified the steamship line that 
tariff relations would be cut off at once. A 
temporary injunction was issued by Judge 
Carpenter of the United States District court. 


Affiliated with Salt Company. 

The procedure grew out of arecent hearing 
by the commission of a complaint from the 
Colonial Salt company and other Ohio salt 
corporations against the steamship line, in 
which it was averred that the steamship line 
was not entitled to standing as a common car- 
rier because of ite afflliatlon with the Mor- 
ton Salt company. 

At a hearing before Jude Landis vesterday on 
the petition for a permanent injunction restrain- 
ing the railroads from carrying out their severance 

ot the joint tariff rates, District Attorney WIl- 
kerson read a letter from the interstate commerce 
commission threatening the railroads with prose- 
cution for violation of the rebate laws unless they 
carry out the order of the commission. The state- 
ment of the commission added that the conduct 
of the steamship lines with certain salt com- 
panies was nothing more than frebating, and sub- 
ject to the criminal section of the commerce laws. 
The railroads in joining in rates are liable te the 
same prosecution.
